M. Nixon's decision to bid for the

ened the prospects today of New 
York Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller 
for 
the 1964 GOP presidential 


nomination. 


The former vice president's, an- 


nouncement in' Los Angeles, on 
Wednesday night that he will seek 
ihe GOP nomination for governor 
does not necessarily eliminate him 
as a contender for a second presi- 
dential try. 


Nixon pledged to serve a full 


four-year term if elected gover- 
nor. But while declaring himself 
out of the 1964 presidential race 
ie declined to say he would not 
respond to a draft. He was asked 
specifically about a draft and re- 
siled: "I shall not seek the presi- 
dency in 1964." 


Nixon made 
it clear several 


weeks ago that if he ran for gov- 
ernor and was elected, he would 
not expect to enter any state pres- 
idential primaries in 1964.

No Hope for 
Softening of 
Soviet Stand

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 


—U.N. delegates saw little hope 
today that the Soviet Union will 
soften its position.;in replying to 
President Kennedy's call for new 
negotiations on disarmament and 
the Berlin crisis.,

Western diplomats and many 


neutrals were impressed by Ken- 
nedy's

disarmament 


proposals to freeze nuclear weap- 
ons production and stockpiles as 
soon as controls can be organ- 
ized.

Kennedy's challenge to the So-
